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Newfoundland’s “Christmas Seal” 


This is the god ship CHRISTMAS SEAL, bought by 
the Newfoundland Tuberculosis Association with Christmas 
Seal funds. Staffed and equipped to give chest X-rays, it visits 
the outports stretched along the rugged coast. It flies a flag 
with the double-barred cross on it, the world-wide emblem of 
the fight against tuberculosis. The same red, double-barred 
cross is painted several places on the ship. When it arrives at 
a fishing village the whole community turns out to get chest 
X-rays, for the people of the tenth province consider tuber- 
culosis their greatest health problem. Tuberculosis prevention 
covers such a-wide field that the variety of ways in which 
Christmas Seal funds are spent is great, but it is believed that 
Newfoundland is the first place in the world where the funds 
went to sea to fight tuberculosis.

Ten Thousand Year 
Old Relics Discovered 


Relics of great interest which 
date back 10,000 years have been 
discovered in Britain. They were 
announced recently to the Prehis- 
toric Society by the archaeological 
expert, Dr. Grahame Clark, who de- 
scribed these finds as thrilling. He 
said that what is believed to be 
the richest mesolithic sites in 
Northwest Europe has been un- 
earthed in Britain. It has revealed 
valuable information on that per- 
iod of the Stone Age when Britain 
first became separated from Europe 
some 10,000 years ago. Barbed 
points like harpoons, shaped from 
deer antlers, and many other relics 
of the primitive life of that time 
have been found. During the past 
quarter century isolated and scat- 
tered traces of those who lived in 
Britain in the years following the 
great Ice Age have been found. 
But no such complete collection 
of relics has yet been discovered 
there. Six feet below the surface 
a layer of branches and brush- 
wood was uncovered which had 
evidenty formed the rough flooring 
| for a prehistoric camp. Axes, scrap- 


beads were unearthed in addition 
to the harpoons. All were in a re- 
markable state of preservation al- 
| though they had been buried for 
10,000 years. Much research still 
remains to be done. But it is con- 
| Sidered by experts that these relics 
will do much to extend the world’s 
knowledge of how life was lived 
by the original British Islanders.

Trieste Enjoys Positive

TRIESTE, F.T.T. — Trieste was 
a the tinder box of the 7 oe 


prize objective for both Y 
and ftaly. Not until late in 1947, 


Italy, did a solution materialize. 

The treaty signed at that time 
gave to Yugoslavia most of the prov- 
ince of Venezia Giulia, the province 
in which Trieste was located, Trieste 
itself was made a “Free Territory” 
end divided into zones; one 
by Yugoslavia, the other by America 
and Britain. 

It was also agreed that the United 
Nations should appoint a governor 
and pay his expenses. To assist the 
governor in setting up the necessary 
machinery, Britain, the U.S, and 
Yugoslavia were each to provide 
5,000 troops, However, Marshall Tito 
and the western powers couldn't 
agree on a candidate, and no gov- 
ernor has been appointed. 

The city is now divided into two 
areas, and a barbed wire blockade 
separates the two sections. With no 
governor to rule, U.S.-British mili- 
tary officials are in control of their 
zone although through local elections 
the Free Territory of Trieste has es- 
tablished its own anti-Communist 
council, courts, police, and the city 
entertains all the liberties of a demo- 
cratic people. 

Trieste has its own flag; red with 
a fleur-de-lis. Its police are dressed 
in white for traffic duty, while those 
assigned to more military functions, 
such as border patrol, have blue 
shirts and caps. 

Allied military authorities have al- 
ready voiced their suggestions as to 
the future of Trieste. In his last 
report to the United Nations on June 
80, 1949, Britain’s Maj. Gen. T. S. 
Avery, the commanding officer, rec- 
ommended that the Free Territory's 
285 square miles be turned back to 
Italy “as the natural home of the 
majority of its people and the source 
of their prosperity.” 

Of the 285 miles, 86 is in Anglo- 
American hands, 199 square miles 
are in the Yugoslavia zone. 

Unfortunately, there is no indica- 
tion when Yugoslav co-operation will 
be realized to the point where a gov- 
ernor can be appointed for both 
zones and the eventual withdrawal 
of all outside troops can be effected. 

Meanwhile, for the American and 
British forces, Trieste is proving an 
(deal spot, The 5,000 American G.I.’s 
are designated as TRUST, Trieste, 
United States Troops; British forces 
are BETFOR, British Element Tri- 
este Force, 

Members of TRUST are a “spit 
ind polish outfit” who will challenge 
anyone to find another G.I. outfit in 
Europe who can match them. A Tri- 
este G.I. is recognized not only by 
his clean uniform and well-shined 
brass, but by the blue ascot kerchief 
worn in place of the conventional 
dlack tie, 

Unlike most European cities, Tri- 
este was not bombed. It is clean, 
ively and beautiful, The weather, 
except for some spells in the winter 
when the biting Bora wind blows, is

user to make sure that every joint 
was absolutely tight. Unfortunately, 
most cars leak a little, and not every- 
one has their engine made complete- 
ly leak proof despite recommenda- 
tions by anti-freeze manufacturers, 
With most types of anti-freeze, 
small leaks do not have too serious 
results, but with a salt base anti- 
freeze the effect can be disastrous. 

One man reported to the council 
that he had to replace his engine be- 
cause of severe corrosion to pistons 
and cylinders although the engine 
had been in use only six months. 

The council also reported that tests 
on gasification of waste wood show- 
ed that one ton of waste hemlock 
produced 22,500 cubic feet of city gas 
(260 B.T.U. per cubic foot) or 83,000 
feet of producer gas (275 B.T.U.'s 
per cubic foot). The report noted 
that the heat content of the produc- 
er gas was almost double that of 
coal producer gas. 

The council labelled the tests as 
“very satisfactory”. 

Tests are now being made on other 
types of wood waste. 


Glass Foam Material 
To Be Cork Substitute 


DENVER.—The University of Den- 
ver Industrial Research Institute is 
making glass foam, which in effect 
is a mass of tiny vacuum bottles. 
The purpose is improved insulation 
against heat. A chunk about as big 
as an ice cream cone may contain 
about a million of the tiny jugs. 

This new glass material is white, 
strong and about as light-weight as 
cork, It is intended to be a substi- 
tute for cork, and is a development 
for the U.S. Army Quartermaster 
Corps. Powdered glass, mixed with 
a little powdered cadmium is melted. 
The glass becomes fluid. The cad- 
mium vaporizes, This cadmium va- 
por forms minute bubbles all through 
the glass. The hot glass rises like 
baking bread. When the glass loaf 
cools, the cadmium bubbles condense 
to metal again. The metal coats 
the inner surface of the bubble, leav- 


ing a vacuum the size of the bubble.

Weekly Editors 
Urge Student 
Printer Training 


REGINA, — A plan for training 
high school students in the printing 
trades as part of their curricula was 
submitted to Hon. W. S. Lloyd, min- 
ister Of education, by a delegation 
from the Saskatchewan division, 
Canadian Weekly Newspaper associa- 
tion, 

The three-man delegation; Walter 
Ashfield, editor of the Grenfell Sun, 
Gerald Humphrey, editor of the No- 
komis Times and Govan Prairie News 
and Syd Stevens of the Shaunavon 
Standard, told the minister of educa- 
tion that Saskatchewan's apprentice- 
ship scheme was not suitable for 
supplying printers to the weekly 
newspapers or providing training for 
youths interested in the work. 

It was suggested by the delega- 
tion that construction of technical 
schools which would be able to teach 
printing as a part of the curriculum 
would be prohibitively expensive, 

Briefly, the scheme would provide 
a few hours training each week in 
country newspaper shops for boys 
with grade 10 education. At the end 
of two years, the trainee would be 
fitted to take his place in a printing 
shop as an apprentice, and would be 
able to command higher wages than 
those paid to a young person with 
no practical knowledge.

NCE electric power is available 

on a farm most people lost lit 
tle time using electric cooling and 
refrigeration, but there are still 
thousands of farms which are de- 
pendent on stored ice for cooling 
milk and for household refrigeration. 


Here are plans for a farm ice house 
the accompanying drawings are re- 
printed. 

While an ice house need not be ex- 
pensive, it is wise to observe such 
points as will help the owner to keep 
as large an amount as possible of 
the ice he stores and which will pre- 
vent an unduly short life for the 
building The essential features of 
an ice house are 1, Good drainage | 
from under the ice pile. 2. Sufficient 


insulation around the ice pile to pre- 


vent excessive loss from melting. 3. 
Good circulation of air over the ice 
pile under the roof of the building. 

The plans show how these essen- 
tials are taken care of. For drainage 


it is wise to provide porous fill un- 
der the ice pile, preferably of coarse 
cinders, since a break in contact be- 
tween the soil and the sawdust un- 
der the ice the insulation 
under the pile and provides improved 
drainage A tile drain under the 
building prevents the accumulation of 
water under the pile, thus increasing 
the effectiveness of the insulation. 
Sawdust still is the cheapest insu- 
lation for the ice pile, but it is most 
effective only when dry. One of the 
new things in storing ice is to cover 
the ice pile with a tough waterproof 
paper like Sisal-Kraft. The strips of |

A gable roof of about one-third 
pitch will provide enough headroom 
for filling of the house without too 
much discomfort. One or two cross- 
ties across the bases of rafters near 
the centre are sufficient to prevent 
the building from spreading if the 
length is not over 14 feet, Too many 
ties interfere with the putting in of 
the last layer of ice, 

The door for filling the house 
should be continuous from the bot- 
tom to a level well above the plate 
and removable boards should be plac- 
{ed in slots on the inside to hold the 
insulating packing. 

About three tons of ice are needed 
for a household refrigerator for a 
season. To cool cream takes about 
500 Ibs. of ice per cow. For cooling 
whole milk city health authorities 
usually ask for two tons of ice per 
cow. However, with an insulated 
cooling tank this can be cut almost 
in half, After figuring requirements 
in this way, about 30 per cent should 
be added to make up for loss due to 
melting. 

About 45 cubic feet of space is 
needed to store a ton of ice. Thus 
an ice pile 10 by 10 feet and 9 feet 
high will contain about 20 tons. This 
would require a building 14 feet 
square, and the side walls should be 
of 10 foot studding. It should be re- 


membered that the smaller an ice 
house the greater the loss due to 
melting.

BEANS VALUABLE 
PART OF DIET 


Beans are a valuable part of the 
diet in some ‘sections of the country 
but seldom ‘used in other localities.

Measure into large bowl, 44 cup 
lukewarm water, 1 tsp. granu- 
lated sugar; stir until sugar is dis- 
solved. Sprinkle with 1 envelope 
Fleischmann’s Royal Fast Rising 
Dry Yeast.

Cut into rounds 
with 3" cutter; brush with melted 
butter or shortening. Crease 
rounds deeply with dull side of 
knife, a little to one side of centre; 
fold larger half over smaller half 
and press along the fold. Place, 
touching each other, on greased 
pans. Grease tops .Cover and let 
rise until doubled in bulk. Bake 
in hot oven, 400°, about 15 min.

Third Western Weed 
Control Conference 
Held at Edmonton 


Foliowing is a synopsis of the 
Third Western Weed Control Con- 
ference, held in the MacDonald 
Hotel in Edmonton on November 
15, 16, and 17: 

This was the first conference of 
its kind to be held in Alberta and 
there were delegates and weed con- 
trol experts present from most of 
the provinces, from United States 
points, Australia and England. 

The heads of the departments 
from various experimental farms 
and stations in Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba gave interest- 
ing papers on the various phases 
of weed control by both cultural 
and chemical practice, and soil 
conservation and tillage practices. 
The problem of irregular weed seed 
germination, seed cleaning equip- 
ment and many related subjects 
were delt with. 

Manufactures’ agents for Herbi- 
cides and Weed Sprays were also 
present to point out the merits of 
various products. 

It was pointed out throughout 
the conference that 2-4-D and 2-4- 
5-T are becoming increasingly ef- 
fective and popular in the control 
of weeds and woody plant growth. 
However, a_ note of ‘caution was 
sounded that these chemicals while 
very valuable in the battle against 
weeds, are not to be used indis- 
criminately. There are stages of 
growth when they are decidedly 
more effective than at other times. 
There are likewise stages of dev 
elopment when the cereal grains 
have a higher degree of tolerance 
for 2-4-D than at other times. The 
farmer is faced with making close 
decisions in knowing when and 
how to apply these chemicals to 
the best advantage. It was also 
stressed than in spite of the good 
degree of control being received 
from the use of chemicals, good 
cultural practices should not be 
lost sight of. 

Dr. Hardy, Professor of Agricul- 
tural Engineering at Saskatoon, 
Says now that the trend is for shal- 
lower cultivation, around four to 
five inches and also that a big 
mistake is being made in pulling 
| implements too fast. He suggests 
| that most economical and effective 
speed for plows, tillers, cultivators, 
etc. was not over 4% miles per 
hour. He also stated that fall cul- 
tivation is losing favour with many 
farmers. It’ has been proven that 


germination of weeds seeds as 
well as fall work, has the added 
advantage of conserving moisture 
and also of preventing soil erosion 
by wind. 

Dr. Pavylenchinko, research 
chemist and top authority on 2-4-D 
also gave much valuable informa- 
tion on the complete history and 
action of this chemical, clearing 
questions in the minds of many 
attending the conference.

of Agriculture, Calgary, gave a 
very interesting paper on the prob- 
lem of Irregular Germination of 
Weed Seeds. He pointed out that 
wild oats in particular, will sprout 


more readily in the spring if left | 


uncovered on the ground and open 
to the action of frost and moisture, 
than if the land is tilled in the fall 
and these weeds covered’ with 
ground, 

Prevalence of weed seeds in seed 
grain was dealt with by Mr. A.M. 
Wilson, Alberta Field Crops Com- 
missioner. He stressed the import- 
ance of farmers recognizing the 
advisability of using good, clean 
seed,
